which impels scientists and statesmen to achieve greater things than their 
colleagues in other countries, so that mankind as a whole may benefit, and 
glory redound to the nation which originates the discoveries or the measure | 
of progress. And it is to such a type of nationalism that one may-Teadi y 
believe men like Dr. Whitehead and Dr. Tory refer. 

But there is another sort of nationalism. It is ruining nations; it is 
stifing mankind. It has brought about the present depression..It i§ causing 
unemployment, ruin and suffering. It is heading this war-scarred old 
world inevitably toward a grimmer conflict than any in history; a conflict 


which, unless itis avoided, may witness the destruction of civilization as we | 


know it. od 


It is that kin@ of nationalism which Is based ‘in a false conception of | 


racial superiority, where one people look down -ipon other peoples, where 
racial color lines are drawn, where differences in language and religion are 
emphasized to the supposed advantage of one group of people over other 
groups. Nationalism founded in false pride and pretensions; based upon 
purely selfish considerations and an utter disregard of all other peoples-and 


nations, nationalism which would seek glory and aggrandizement for itself | 


at the expense of all others, does not qualify any nation for a place.in the 
international arena, does not lift a nation above other nations, does not raise 
mankind to a_higher level, but reduces all to a lower level and takes the 
glory that should be in life out of it. 

When, following the Great War, the League of Nations was brought 
into being, it had for its object the uplifting of all. nations, the development 
in action of a brotherhood of mankind. In keeping with that aspiration the 
Peace Treaty made provision for, the self-determination of races and nations. 
It provided for a larger liberty for oppressed minorities, and for the world 
as a whole. But, unfortunately, these newly created smaller nations, as well 
as many of the older nations, became imbued with the idea that they must 
first and foremost establish and develop a strong national spirit and con- 
sciousness, and this found expression a that narrow form of nationalism to 
which reference has been made. 

This narrow nationalism fostered suspicions of other nations, was built 
and thrived uppn fear of ‘others. It impelled nations, not to remove existing 
‘barriers to international intercourse, but to erect new and even more insur- 
mountable barriers. It resulted in a mad race of still greater armaments, 
the spending of untold billions in preparation for future wars. It led govern- 
ments the world over to spend and spend madly without due regard to the 
national income or even of the economic and financial capacities of all 
nations combined. 

Thus narrow nationalism developed at the outset at such a rate and ta 
such an extent that it largely smothered the League of Nations ideal of a 


true internationalism founded upon a sane nationalism which only desired || prising merchant fitted a talking ma-

AS Spots and Rain 


Plenty Of Moisture For Western Grain 
Fields Is Predicted 

Western Canada may expect fairly 
generous rains for some time to 
come if sun-spot data collected by the 
Dominion Observatory runs true to 
form. According to observatory offi- 
cials, Canada is now approaching a 
“sun-spot period,” which should pro- 
duce plenty of moisture for the west- 
ern grain fields. 

The effect of sun-spots, it was ex- 
plained, is to increase the rainfall 
over a long period. 

A sun-spot period lasts for 11 to 
11% years. This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 
for a short period, but rather that 
over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the sun- 
spots are not in evidence, ~ 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots. 

To begin with, in thé absence of ac- 
curate world data, scientists were un- 
willing to agree that the rainfall over 
the world has been exceptionally 
heavy. 

While precipitation has been great 
in certain countries, it was not so in 
others. 

Certain parts of Canada, for in- 
stance, had been exceptionally dry 
during May, while others had experi- 
enced rous rains, 

Officials made it clear that a few 
weeks’ heavy rain cannot be explain- 
ed by sun-spots. Their effect is over 
a much bonger period.

Record Production Of Lignite Indl- 
cated For This Year . 

Taking the figures for the first four 
months of 1932 as an indicator, there 
“will be a record production of lignite 
coal in the Province of Saskatchewan 
this year. The output from January 1 
to April 30, 1932, was 329,209 tons 
compared with 228,060 tons for the

total production of lignité coal was 
658,902 tons, the highest on record 
for the province. ~~ 

The lignite coal-bearing areas of 
Saskatchewan lie principally in the 
southern part and are being mined 
in the vicinity of Estevan, which is 
about 125 miles southeast of Regina. 
This area contains possibly 4,000 
square miles within which coal may 
be found. It is estimated that there is 
@ probable reserve of over 57,000,000,- 
000 tons of lignite in this area. The 
actual or definitely known reserve 
based on a calculation of actual-thick- 
ness and extent over an area of more 
‘ than 306 square miles is 2,412,000,000 
tons. “

\ Past Experiences , 

With his crop grows the Hope of the 
Saskatchewan. farmer. Saskatch- 
ewan today is a far brighter province 
than some months ago, with present 
indications pointing to excellent 
wheat production this season. Soil 
tillers throughout the province are 
encouraged in the hope that harvest 
time will find sufficient money to 
carry on independent of government 
relief. / 

Government officials say one good 
crop will make this possible. One 
godd crop will disperse the cloud of 
poverty, which so long has enveloped 
the farm lands of Saskatchewan. One 
good crop will relieve’ Saskatchewan 


people pf the tremendous burden the 
have been forced to share in the ef- 
fort to support 275,000 people affected 
by drought which in many districts 
has"Yuined three successive crops. 

Through it all the farmer is hope- 
ful. Happy in the thought of. what 
@ crop will bring to him, Even when 
forced to-appeal for food, clothing, 
fuel and fodder, the farmer would not 
admit defeat. 

E. B, Daniels, commissioner of re- 
lief, is high in his praise of the spirit 
of the farmer, Men owning vast 
tracts of land, but at present with- 
out a cent of cash, have come to the 
relief commission, Mr. Daniels said, 
and accepted help only in the nature 
of a loan. “They'll pay back every- 
thing they owe,” Mr. Daniels said. 
“They are not dispirited, and have 
faith in each succeeding crop.” : 

From impressions gathered while 
interviewing men applying for_relief, 
Mr. Daniels beliéves the farmer never 
again will be caught under similar 
circumstances. Men have told him 
they lost a great deal in stock specu- 
lation and speculative farming. Now, 
Mr. Daniels is convinced, the farmer 
will not be looking toward big re- 
turns-and will -be.content to make a 
comfortable living for his family. 

Even with grain prices down at.to- 
day’s low level the farmers expect to 
make sufficient money this year to 
re-establish their farms. The com- 
missioner thinks stricter economies 
will be practised by the farmer and 
farms will be more self contained. 
There was so little feed in the prov- 
ince during the winter that 12,500 
railway carloads had to be brought in 
from neighboring provinces, he said, 
but in future, fodder sufficient to sup- 
ply the farmer's individual needs pro- 
bably will be produced by the farmer 
himself. 

‘Another measure of economy is the 
return to horse-power on the farms, 
due to the high cost of gasoline and 
oil here. Possible shortage of horses, 
with a subsequent revival in western 
Canada of, horse-breeding is predicted 
by government agricultural men.. 

Through all their difficulties the 
farmers have never lost their morale. 
Even to the far north where some 2,- 
800 families are re-establishing them- 
selves in the Meadow Lake district 
after drought and sweeping winds had 
forced them to desert their farms in 
the south, there is no talk of quitting. 

The Saskatchewan farmer has tak- 
en his “hard-times’” medicine like a 
man—and is looking for it to do him 
good.

(Any kind except wild or choke-

3 cups 1% Ibs.) juice.

To prepare juice, stem and crush 3 
pounds fully ripe cherries, Do not pit, 
Add 4% cup water, bring to a, boil, 
cover, and simimer 10 minutes. (For 
stronger cherry flavor, add % tea- 
spoon almond extract before pouring.) 
Place fruit in jelly cloth or bag and 
squeeze out juice, 

Measure sugar and juice into large 
saucepan and mix. Bring to a boil 
over hottest fire and at once add fruit 
pectin, stirring constantly. Then bring 
to a full rolling boil and boil hard % 
minute. Remove from fire, skim, pour 
quickly. Paraffin Hot jelly at once. 
Makes about nine 8-ounce glasses.

Today I will review 
the Official System. This system was 
devised by the united efforts of sever- 
al bridge experts to remedy what 
they considered were defects in the 
Approach-Forcing System.

The final volume of Queen Victoria's 
letters, covering the last five years 
of her life, has been “published in 
London, England, disclosing that she 
once wrote “It wouldn’t do” to give 
former Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany 
“a good snub."" oo" > 

The letters revealed that the last 
years of the octogenarian sovexeign 
were marked among other things, by 
less caustic criticism of national and 
international events. 

The name of the former kaiser 
occupies a prominent place in the 
letters, in which the late queen is 
revealed as an advocate of forbear-. 
ance when his doings aroused hostil- 
ity. 

This-was particularly noticeable at 
the time of the Boer War when the 
kaiser sent a telegram to President 
Krueger of the Transvaal in South 
Africa, which excited indignation .on 
the part of the British nation. Queen 
Victoria shared in the indignation; 
but kept her restraint. ape 

“It wouldn’t do,” she wrote; “to 
give him a good snub. Sharp, cutting 
answers and remarks only irritate 
and do harm, and in sovereigns and 
princes should most carefully be 
guarded against. : 

“William's faults come from im- 
petuousness, as well as conceit, and 
calmness and firmness are the most 
powerful weapons in such cages.”

Progress in the/effort to breed a 
type of sheep producing a superior

“nual meeting in the same city of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists. 

Experiments are being conducted at 
Saskatoon, Edmonton, Lethbridge and 
Cardston. Arrangements have been 
completed whereby Dr. J. E. Bow- 
stead, who has been assisting 3 
J. P. Sackville with the experiments 
in progress at Edmonton, will spend 
. some time in Ottawa this summer as- 
sisting in the analysis of wool sam- 
ples in the National Research Lab- 
The samples are from 
sheep in the Edmonton experiment, 
the object of which is to determine 
the importance of various environ- 
mental factors such as food, heat, etc. 

Fleeces from the western experi- 
ments are to be collected at Weston, 
at the end of the summer 
and it is proposed that they be fol- 
lowed right through to the manufac- 
turing stage.

The International Boundary 


Commission Appointed By United 
States and Canada Keeps Ling _ 
Effectively Marked 
The International Boundary Com- 
migsion is a body which.has been 
| created by treaty between Canada 
|} and the United States for the purpose 
of surveying, mapping, and marking 
the international boundary between 
| the two countries, and for’ subse- 
quently maintaining that boundary in 
a state of effective demarcation, The 
| Commission consists of two commis- 
| sioners and their staffs. One commis- 
| Sioner is appointed by His. Britannic 
Majesty upon the recorhmendation of 
the Government of Canada, and the 
| other by the President of the United 
| States, In Canada the International 
Boundary Commission is a branch of 

the Department of the Interior. 

The entire international boundary 
between Canada and the United 
States. was originally defined in treat- 
ies between Great Britain and the 
United States, dated 1783, 1818, and 
1846, while the boundary between 
Canada and Alaska was originally de- 
fined in a convention with Russia in 
1825. As soon after the signing of 
the treaties as efforts were made to 
carry them into effect by attempting 
to locate the boundary upon the 
ground unforeseen difficulties arose, 
and to settle these differences and to 
provide for the proper détermination, 
survey, and. marking oe pe boundary, 
thirteen additional treaties, conven- 
tions and exchanges of diplomatic 
notes were found necessary. 

The boundary as defined in the var- 
ious treaties is 5,500 miles in length, 
of which 3,100 miles is land boundary 
and 2,400 miles, water boundary. A 
total of 5,483 monuments mark the 
land portion of the boundary while 
2,530 reference marks, from which 
the water ‘boundary can be 
conveniently located, have been erect- 
ed. In addition the land boundary, is 
also marked by a vista cut through 
the woods in all forest covered areas. 

Everywhere along the international 
boundary the surveys made of it have 
been connected to the control surveys 
of the Geodetic Survey of Canada, 
Department of the Interior,‘and those 
of the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. The only exception to 
this is the Yukon-Alaska boundary, 
in the vicinity of which there are as 
yet no geodetic surveys. 

At present the larger part of the 
‘work of the Intérnational Boundary 
Commission is to carry into effect the 
obligations of the treaty of 1925 by 
determining the location of any point 
of the boundary line which may be- 
come necessary in the settlement of 
: any question that may Brise between 
the two Governments and by doing 
annually ‘such work as is necessary to 
permanently maintain the entire 
boundary in a state of effective de- 
marcation.
